Fixnray, 0., October 10.—Charles Kel-
logg, General Superintendent of the Kellogg
Seamless Tube and Manunficturing Com-
pany, of this city, Jeft to-night for _Ne\r
York, taking with him the preliminary
drawings for the greal tower \\'hich‘ is to
oelipse the famous Eiffel structure built for
the Paris Exposition,and which is to be erect-
o in New York as a feature o' the World's
Pair in 1842, In &n interview with THe
I1SsrATCH correspondent before starting
Mr. Kellozg gave the details of the plan
which will be pursned in the constraction of
this monster tower, which, when completed,
will be the hichest building ever erected by
wan on the face of the globe. The Eiflel
tower is something over 900 feet in height, |
while the New York structure is to exceed |
this by wearly one-third, being exactly 1,200
jeet hich, piercing the clouds and torming &
wonument visible for many miles.
